At 16 he beeqme a clerk and 
promptly landed himself In pri- 
son after organising the older 
workers against tho company 
union, But ho came out of 
prison to form his first union in 
1945 and quickly rose to the 
Jendership of ai new trade, 
union movement, 

But Toure’s most famous act 
of rebellion was yet tg come— 
In August, 1958, when General 
de Gaulle arrived In Guinea on 
his Afric tour to win sup. 
port for his new Constitution. 

The tall, handsome young 
African faced General de Gaulle 
In Guinea's. small Legislative 
Arsembly* and = infurtated the 
Frown leader by = deskerg: 
“Guinea prefers poverty in free- 
dem to riches in slavery.” 


De Gaulle Jost his temper 
and told tho robed oan; 
“Then all you have to do !s 
to vote 'No’.,..and XK promise 
nobody will stand In the way 
of your independence.” 


.A few days later tho country 
bocked up their  oulspoken 
Jeader with a massive “no” 
vote in the referendum on 
the Constitution, ‘Thus French 
Guinea became the independent 
Republic of Guinea and Sckou 
Toure, at'30, was faced with the 
) heavy resconsitility of running 
a country suddenly sirlpped of 
al} French support. 

When Fratce withdrew — sub- 
sidies, technicians and oll afd, 
many political observers said 
the problems would prove far 
too great for Toure, But they 
underestimated this dynamic 
African nationalist — a rebel 
certainly, but a rebel with o 
cause and a plan.
